INSIDE THE DOWNTOWN CORE 


Canalside 

Back in the 1800s, the Erie Canal was a 
thriving waterway connecting the Great 
Lakes region to New York City, and the 
canal’s western terminus in Buffalo was a 
hub of commercial activity. Today, this same 
area — now known as Canalside — has 
been rediscovered (literally, as the terminus 
was buried for decades) and revitalized. 
Canalside has quickly become the heart of 
downtown as a waterfront destination with 
daily free and low-cost events from craft 
beer tastings to waterside yoga classes. 

In summer, you’ll find people picnicking 
and playing games on the rolling lawns; 
kayaking, paddle-boarding, and sailing in 
the surrounding waterways; and enjoying 
evening concerts, fireworks, and more. And 
if you think things slow down in winter, think 


again: the canal becomes an urban outdoor 
ice skating (and ice bike) rink filled with 
people day and night. 

Central Business District 

Just steps from Canalside is the Central 
Business District, which is home to several 
of Buffalo’s largest private and public-sector 
employers. You’ll find beautiful architecture 
throughout, such as Buffalo’s Art Deco-era 
City Hall, the Ellicott Square Building, and 
the Guaranty Building. Many of the district’s 
historic buildings are now residential and 
mixed-use properties including the Hotel at 
The Lafayette (designed by Louise Bethune, 
the nation’s first female architect). It’s also 
home to HARBORCENTER — a mixed-use 
sports and entertainment venue — and a 
myriad of restaurants, brew pubs, lodging, 
and nightlife. 


Cobblestone District 

Small in size but packed with activity, 
this enclave next to the Central Business 
District has recently undergone major 
redevelopment with loft apartments in 
renovated factories, restaurants, and 
exhibition spaces for visual and performing 
arts. Here’s where you’ll find First Niagara 
Center, a venue for top-name concerts and 
home of the National Hockey League’s 
Buffalo Sabres and our professional 
lacrosse team, the Buffalo Bandits. Just 
across the Buffalo River is RiverWorks — a 
redeveloped industrial and grain-elevator 
compound that hosts amateur hockey, 
curling, roller derby, and more — including a 
concert venue, restaurant, and brewery.

Black Rock/Riverside 

Black Rock is located along the Black Rock 
Canal and was an independent and bustling 
waterfront town before incorporation with 
Buffalo in 1853; Riverside is just past Black 
Rock where the canal meets the Niagara 
River. These neighborhoods include families 
who have called it home for generations 
and newcomers discovering this affordable 
area’s proximity to waterfront bike paths 
and greenways, including Riverside Park, 
designed by renowned landscape architect 
Frederick Law Olmsted’s firm. Niagara 
Street is experiencing a renaissance of 
its own with new mixed use building 
renovations, loft apartments, breweries, 
and restaurants.

The Buffalo Niagara Medical Campus is 
a dynamic place to live, work, and play.

Allentown 


Eclectic and energetic, Allentown 
is known for its art, music, and food 
venues, as well as historic homes. One 
of Buffalo’s best-loved events, the 
Allentown Art Festival is held each June 
and Allentown’s gallery walk, known as 
“First Fridays,” has grown into a popular 
monthly event. In addition, Allentown 
is home to the Theatre of Youth in the 
historic Allendale Theater, and the 
Theodore Roosevelt Inaugural Site.

|j I Delaware District 

The Delaware District centers on Delaware 
Avenue, with beautiful mansions dating 
back to the late-nineteenth and early- 
twentieth centuries. At its core is Delaware 
Park, the centerpiece of landscape architect 
Frederick Law Olmsted’s Buffalo Parks 
System (he also designed New York City’s 
park system). This area encompasses the 
city’s Museum District with the Burchfield 
Penney Art Center, the Albright-Knox Art 
Gallery, and the Buffalo History Museum. 
Other amenities such as Hoyt Lake in 
Delaware Park, historic and beautiful Forest 
Lawn Cemetery, and the Buffalo Zoo make 
this a popular area. 


East Side/Hamlin Park/ 
Humboldt 

Hamlin Park, within Buffalo’s East Side, 
is home to Canisius College, and this 
neighborhood and the surrounding blocks 
include many historically significant homes 
and houses of worship, another Olmsted- 
designed park (Martin Luther King, Jr. Park, 
known locally as MLK Park, with one of 
the most popular year-round wading and 
ice-skating pools), and the Buffalo Museum 
of Science. With significant investments in 
surrounding neighborhoods and its easy 
commute to downtown, the East Side is 
reemerging with affordable and exciting 
residential redevelopment and business 
opportunities. 


4 I Elmwood Village 

Nearly 200 shopping, arts, dining, and 
leisure destinations fill the storefronts 
and make this area a residential and 
entertainment favorite. Highlighted as one 
of America’s “most livable neighborhoods” 
by the American Planning Association, 

EV’s beautiful housing, year-round farmers’ 
market, “pocket parks” and parkways, 
and miles of bike lanes make it easy and 
fun to live and play here. Within or near 
this neighborhood — which also borders 
Delaware Park and the Museum District — 
are several colleges including Buffalo State 
College (State University of New York), 
Medaille College, and Canisius College. 

0 Fruit Belt 

One of Buffalo’s most historic 
neighborhoods, the Fruit Belt takes its 
name from the orchards planted by its first 
settlers. This predominantly residential 
neighborhood is home to families and 
professionals, and many who have lived 
there for generations. Its proximity to the 
Medical Campus and the Central Business 
District make it a convenient option. 


Allen Street was named after Lewis Falley Allen, who arrived in Buffalo in 1827 
with his wife, Margaret Cleveland, the aunt of future Erie County Sheriff/Mayor 
of Buffalo/Governor of NY/ President of the U.S. Grover Cleveland. After selling 
parcels of land on Main Street, the Allen’s herd of cows could no longer graze. 
The herd path used to move the cows became Allen Street in 1888.

o Larkin District 

This vibrant and growing neighborhood, 
known as Larkinville, is a favorite for people 
of all ages with restaurants, bars, concerts, 
and events. It centers on the historic and 
redeveloped Larkin Terminal Warehouse 

— now called Larkin@Exchange — and 
several other large-scale industrial buildings 
are under renovation as mixed-use and 
residential properties. 

o North Buffalo 

With Hertel Avenue at its heart and 
Delaware Park and the Buffalo Zoo within 
an easy walk or bike ride, North Buffalo is 
a perennial favorite for its wonderful mix 
of Buffalo restaurant and bar mainstays, as 
well as a vibrant retail hub with an eclectic 
mix of antiques, clothing, furniture stores, 
and ethnic markets. This neighborhood is 
also home to the historic North Park Theater 

— a much-loved and gorgeously restored 
1920s movie theater. 


o Parkside 

On the eastern border of Delaware Park, 
this beautiful, tree-lined neighborhood was 
planned as a residential area by landscape 
architect Frederick Law Olmsted in 1883. 
Parkside also includes the Buffalo Zoo, the 
Darwin D. Martin House — one of Frank 
Lloyd Wright’s best examples of Prairie-style 
architecture — and Nichols School, one of 
Buffalo’s most prestigious private schools. 

South Buffalo 

While South Buffalo’s Irish-American roots 
are proudly reflected in the street signs 
and pubs here, it’s a diverse and bustling 
neighborhood with two Olmsted Parks: 
Cazenovia Park and South Park. South 
Buffalo is also home to Trocaire College, the 
renowned Buffalo and Erie County Botanical 
Gardens, and Tifft Nature Preserve — a 
popular urban woodlands and wetlands 
preserve. 


© Waterfront Village 

This largely residential waterfront enclave 
next to Canalside is also home to the Erie 
Basin Marina’s bikeways, walkways and 
gardens, and the Naval Military Park. 

© The West Side 

Buffalo’s West Side neighborhood includes 
the Lower West Side and West Village 
Historic District areas, and it’s one of the 
largest and most diverse neighborhoods 
in Buffalo, with a growing number of 
businesses specializing in ethnic foods, 
clothing, art, and more. It’s also home to 
historically significant buildings including 
Kleinhans Music Hall (designed by Eliel 
and Eero Saarinen) and the emerging 
Richardson Olmsted Complex. Waterways 
form its western border, flanked by the 
Peace Bridge that connects Buffalo to Fort 
Erie, Ontario in Canada.

Amherst 

The Town of Amherst includes East 
Amherst, Williamsville, Eggertsville, 
Getzville, and Snyder and is the largest 
suburb of Buffalo. Known as one of 
the safest towns in America, Amherst 
neighborhoods are dotted with “main 
street” shops and restaurants, farmers’ 
markets, parks, and highly rated school 
districts, as well as several colleges 
including Daemen College, Erie Community 
College, and the University at Buffalo North 
Campus. 


Cheek-tah-wah-guh 


(Say it quick) 

Cheektowaga 

Cheektowaga lies just to the east of the City 
of Buffalo and is one of the larger suburbs. 
Two of the region’s busiest destinations — 
the Buffalo Niagara International Airport and 
the Walden Galleria — are in Cheektowaga, 
as is Villa Maria College. 


Clarence 

Clarence has an award-winning school 
system and lots of green space with parks, 
bikeways, and farms (horseback riding is 
particularly popular here). It’s also home to 
a huge indoor/outdoor antiques and flea 
market called Antique World and to the 
Great Pumpkin Farm — hosting a month¬ 
long celebration of harvest season and 
Halloween. 

Colden/Glenwood/Boston 

Nestled in the hills south of Buffalo, these 
beautiful villages are reminiscent of small 
Vermont towns and form the heart of Erie 
County ski country. Buffalo Ski Club and 
Kissing Bridge resorts are located here. 

East Aurora 

East Aurora is filled with tree-lined streets, 
enchanting brick and clapboard houses, 
and a charming village center. It’s also home 
to Fisher-Price Toys and Elbert Hubbard’s 
Roycroft Campus, where artisans continue 
the tradition of crafting handmade home 
goods and useful objects from wood, metal, 
and glass in the Arts & Crafts style. 


Grand Island 

Situated in the Niagara River between 
Buffalo and Niagara Falls, Grand Island 
is one of the world’s largest freshwater 
islands. Its amenities include Beaver 
Island State Park — a waterfront park with 
golf, bike trails and beaches — as well as 
Buckhorn Island State Park, an 895-acre 
nature preserve on the island’s north end. 
It’s largely residential and recreational, 
although there are some significant 
corporate headquarters here, too. 

Hamburg 

Hamburg is located on Lake Erie south of 
Buffalo and has a bustling village center, 
Hilbert College and Woodlawn Beach State 
Park — one of Western New York’s most 
popular beaches. In Hamburg, you’ll also 
find the Penn Dixie site, where curious 
diggers can find Devonian-era fossils and 
other archaeological wonders in its shale 
outcroppings. 
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Kenmore and Tonawanda 

Kenmore is a first-ring suburb of Buffalo 
and a village in the Town of Tonawanda. 

It’s home to a vibrant village center, large 
parks and libraries, and other amenities that 
give it a great mix of urban and suburban 
benefits. Tonawanda, with its strong school 
system and safe neighborhoods, developed 
around Kenmore and its more recent history 
is reflected in its post-World War II housing, 
including some lovely mid-century gems. 

Lackawanna 

The City of Lackawanna lies south of 
downtown Buffalo, just over the Skyway. 
Once home to bustling steel mills, it’s now 
home to the country’s first urban wind- 
turbine farm. Here you’ll also find the Small 
Boat Harbor and Gallagher Beach — a 
haven for windsurfers and kayakers — as 
well as urban beaches, parks, marinas, 
and biking and hiking trails. In winter, it 


becomes the area’s most popular ice-fishing 
spot, with hundreds of colorful fishermen’s 
tents dotting the harbor. 

Lancaster 

Lancaster’s mix of village life, suburban 
amenities, and pastoral charm comfortably 
co-mingle. Like many of our suburbs, 
Lancaster has been designated as one of 
the safest communities in the country and 
while one of the eastern-most suburbs in 
Erie County, it’s still an easy commute to 
Buffalo. 

Orchard Park 

Originally settled by the Quakers, today’s 
Orchard Park residents enjoy great schools, 
beautiful parks, and lively events all year 
long. In addition, it’s here that you’ll find 
one of the region’s most popular venues — 
Ralph Wilson Stadium, home of the National 
Football League’s Buffalo Bills.

West Seneca 

West Seneca, which is actually east of 
Buffalo, is a large, post-World War II 
suburban community with a strong school 
system, safe neighborhoods, and quick 
proximity to just about anywhere in Western 
New York.

In 
addition, dozens of other historic sites, public and 
private higher-education institutions, and one of 
the longest-running hydroelectric power plants in 
the country are also here in Niagara County.

The City of Niagara Falls is in the midst of exciting redevelopment and 
reinvestment. With its breathtaking beauty, Niagara Falls attracts millions of 
visitors every year, and the American side boasts some of the most popular 
attractions for those who want to experience the thrill of the Falls up close. 

The Cave of the Winds, Maid of the Mist boat tour, Goat Island, and numerous 
bikeways provide ample opportunities to enjoy the natural beauty here. New York 
State is investing millions of dollars to upgrade Niagara Falls State Park, too. 


The Niagara Falls Culinary Institute is part of Niagara County Community College 
(NCCC, part of the State University of New York system) and it’s at the heart of the 
city’s educational and culinary boom. In addition to providing excellent collegiate- 
level education, NCCC and Niagara University (NU) are also essential partners in 
arts, culture, and athletics in Niagara Falls. 


Pine Avenue and Main Street are the main business districts with independent 
shops and restaurants — many that have existed for generations. Small-and- 
growing areas around Third Street and Buffalo Avenue are also attracting 
entrepreneurs and restaurateurs. There are many lovely and historic homes 
around these enclaves, and most are within walking distance to the Niagara 
Gorge. 


In fact, Niagara Falls has several lovely neighborhoods that benefit from the area’s 
natural beauty. On the escarpment, the Deveaux neighborhood has some of the 
city’s grandest older homes. Chilton Avenue - Orchard Parkway is a National 
Historic District just steps to the breathtaking riverfront gorge. Other waterfront 
enclaves like Cayuga Island — a small residential island on the edge of the 
Niagara River — also offer beautiful views and more affordable homes than just 
about any waterfront area of similar quality.

Little Italy 


One of the most popular tourist areas in the 
world, downtown Niagara Falls is home not 
only to the iconic series of waterfalls, but 
also Niagara Falls State Park. Designed by 
the incomparable landscape artist Frederick 
Law Olmstead, Niagara Falls State Park — 
America’s Oldest State Park — is packed 
with some of the most popular attractions 
for those who want to experience a full 
Falls experience: The Cave of the Winds 
(a thrilling walk to the base of the Falls), 
Maid of the Mist boat tour, Prospect Point 
observation tower, and Goat Island to name 
a few. After enjoying the majestic waters, 
visitors can enjoy entertainment, shopping, 
and dining both inside and outside of 
the park’s boundaries, including Seneca 
Niagara Resort and Casino. 

Deveaux 

Tucked in the northwest corner of the city, 
the Deveaux neighborhood is a quaint and 
picturesque area that is home to some 
of the city’s oldest and grandest homes. 

The area is located on the escarpment 
immediately adjacent to Niagara University. 
The neighborhood is named after Samuel 
Deveaux, a large landholder, local judge, 
and businessman who was heavily involved 
in the construction of the Whirlpool 
Suspension Bridge in 1847. 


Located along Hyde Park Boulevard in the 
city, Hyde Park refers to both the municipal 
park and the surrounding residential 
areas to the east and west. Dubbed the 
“Jewel of Niagara Falls,” the park provides 
recreational opportunities in golf, tennis, 
swimming, ice hockey, bocce, lawn bowling 
and, perhaps most prominently, baseball. 
Sal Maglie Stadium, named after the 
major league pitcher in the ‘40s and ‘50s 
nicknamed “The Barber,” is located within 
the park boundaries. 

O LaSalle 

Located along the Niagara River in the 
southeast portion of the city, LaSalle is a 
popular residential area with a village feel. 
In fact, the area was once the Village of 
LaSalle before it became part of the city of 
Niagara Falls in 1927. The area is named 
after Robert de La Salle, a French explorer 
who competed expeditions on the Great 
Lakes, Mississippi River and Gulf of Mexico. 
La Salle’s famed ship, Le Griffon, was built 
in the area in 1679.

Historically home to a large population of 
Italian-Americans, the neighborhood of 
Little Italy is centrally located along Pine 
Avenue between Hyde Park Boulevard and 
Portage Road. One of the major commercial 
areas in the city, Little Italy is home to 
plenty of retailers and boasts some of the 
best eateries in Western New York including 
the original DiCamillo Bakery, Michael’s 
Restaurant, and the Como Restaurant. 


The birth of Niagara Falls can be 
traced back more than 12,000 years 
to the end of the last glacial period. 

Four of the five Great Lakes 

drain into the Niagara River, 
(Superior, Michigan, Huron, and Erie) 
before emptying into Lake Ontario. 

During periods of peak flow in 
the summer and fall, more than 

700,000 gallons 

of water per second pour over 
Niagara Falls.

Lewiston 

This gem on the Niagara Gorge, above 
the Niagara River at the mouth of Lake 
Ontario, is known for its breathtaking 
beauty, charming village center, historic 
homes, and proximity to Niagara Falls 
(just minutes to the south) and Canada 
(the Lewiston-Queenston Bridge is 
one of several international crossings 
in Buffalo Niagara). It’s also a favorite 
spot for popular venues and events 
including Artpark, the Lewiston Peach 
Festival, the Lewiston Jazz Festival, and 
the Christmas Walk and Home Tour. 

Lockport 

Lockport (both the city and town) grew 
along the Erie Canal and its historic 
downtown still reflects its eighteenth- 
and early nineteenth-century roots. 
Lockport’s significant arts scene — with 
several galleries, museums and shops, 
as well as the multi-cultural Kenan 
Center — highlights contemporary 
and historically significant art. It’s 
also the county seat with the county 
government and court system. As with 
the rest of Niagara County, Lockport is 
being rediscovered as a great place to 
live and play.

This historic carrousel factory 
located in North Tonawanda, was 
constructed in 1915 and is listed on 
the National Register of Historic 
Places. 


T-han-ah-wahn-duh 
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North Tonawanda 


North Tonawanda is a suburb bordered 
by the Erie Canal and the Niagara 
River. As the region’s waterways are 
revitalized for recreational use, “NT” 

(as locals refer to it) is drawing people 
from all around the region for its easy 
proximity to the water (making it an 
affordable and accessible haven 
for boaters). 

Wilson and Porter 

These two Niagara County towns, 
about 15 minutes apart, are an 
easy commute from Niagara Falls, 
Lockport, North Tonawanda, and 
Buffalo — and they provide some of the 
loveliest waterfront and sunset views, 
outstanding water sports (including 
sailing and power boating), and one 
of the best bass, trout, and salmon 
fishing spots in the state. Popular for 
both year-round residents, as well as 
summer dwellers, among the other 
amenities you’ll find here are Wilson 
Harbor with its restaurants, shops and 
marinas, historic Old Fort Niagara from 
the War of 1812, and Youngstown (on 
clear days Toronto, Canada, is visible 
across the Lake Ontario).

Look carefully at facilities that have a pool 
or are near lakes, creeks, and other bodies 
of water. The caregiver can explain how 
they ensure the safety of children in and 
around these bodies of water. 

Discuss any concerns with the caregiver. 
Respect the caregiver’s time. Their main 
responsibility is working with the children. 
If you need more time to talk about your 
child, set up a conference.

What’s “lake-effect” snow? 

In early or late winter, there’s little or no ice on 
the Great Lakes and colder air moves over the 
comparatively warmer water. The cold air picks 
up the moisture, which becomes snow, and it 
usually falls back to land in ski country, exactly 
where we want it. Sometimes, lake-effect snow 
is accompanied by lightning and thunder, 
a phenomenon known as “thundersnow.” 

And like everything about Buffalo Niagara’s 
weather, it’s pretty wonderful, too.

PARKS AND GREENWAYS 

In 1868, Frederick Law Olmsted — then and now considered America’s preeminent 
landscape designer — and his partner, Calvert Vaux, created a system of parks and 
parkways in the City of Buffalo that are deeply loved and enjoyed by thousands of 
people every day. 

Inland Olmsted parks include: 

Delaware Park: Delaware Park is the largest in Buffalo’s Olmsted Parks System. It 
offers a running/biking loop; basketball courts, tennis courts, multiple sport fields for 
soccer and baseball, an urban 18-hole golf course, Hoyt Lake, walking and biking 
pathways, and expansive meadows and wooded areas. The park is also home to the 
Buffalo Zoological Gardens, the Marcy Casino, and Parkside Lodge for parties, and 
numerous annual events like Shakespeare in the Park — the country’s second largest 
free outdoor Shakespeare festival that runs for several weeks every summer. 

Cazenovia Park: One of two Olmsted parks in South Buffalo, beautiful “Caz” has 
some of the oldest stands of trees in the City of Buffalo. It offers a golf course, splash 
pad, indoor pool, running and biking loops, and many green spaces — as well as 
Cazenovia Creek. 

Martin Luther King, Jr. Park: Home to a popular water feature that offers a splash pad 
during summer months, ice skating in winter, and a reflecting pond in-between. It’s 
also home to athletic fields, tennis courts, picnic pavilions, and broad green spaces. 
The Juneteenth Festival is a popular summer event here, and the much-loved Buffalo 
Museum of Science borders this park. 

South Park: Connected to Cazenovia Park, this park is known for its rolling green 
spaces and winding walking paths, as well as another of our urban golf courses. 
Originally designed as an arboretum, South Park is known for its broad variety of trees 
— more than 200 species with more added each year — and it also serves as home to 
the breathtaking Buffalo & Erie County Botanical Gardens. 

Waterfront Olmsted parks: 

Front Park: You’ll find this park just inside the U.S. border from Canada and the 
Peace Bridge, near the water’s edge. Once the most visited of the Olmsted parks, 
recent restoration and revitalization of this international gateway has restored many 
of its gardens and green spaces and is becoming a popular spot for families to relax 
and play. 

Riverside Park: Although this park is more compact than the other Olmsted parks, it’s 
packed with things to enjoy, from walking paths to ice-skating and swimming. Facing 
the Niagara River and Canada, it also offers beautiful sunsets and easy access to the 
waterside section of the Niagara River Greenway Trail — a network of biking/walking/ 
running trails between Buffalo and Niagara Falls. 

In addition to the Olmsted System, there are countless neighborhood parks with 
sports fields, golf, running and biking trails, tennis, and more that also host plays, 
concerts, and outdoor films, while nearly 100 community gardens brighten city 
neighborhoods. New York State parks are found throughout the region — notably, 
Allegany State Park, Niagara Reservation, and Letchworth State Park — and dozens of 
other New York State and county-maintained recreation areas, beaches, and forests, 
all available for public enjoyment. 



Frederick Law Olmsted (April 26,1822 
- August 28,1903) was an American 
landscape architect, journalist, social 
critic, and public administrator. He is 
popularly considered to be the father 
of American landscape architecture. 
Olmsted was famous for 
co-designing many 
well-known urban 
parks with his 
senior partner 
Calvert Vaux, 
including 
Prospect Park 
and Central Park 
in New York City. 


Olmsted, believed the purpose of green 
space was to “refresh and delight the 
eye and through the eye, mind and 
spirit.” Upon touring the City of Buffalo 
in 1868, he convinced the city’s leaders 
that not one park — as in New York 
City’s Central Park — but multiple parks 
would better serve Buffalo’s needs.

WATERFRONTS AND WATERWAYS 

Buffalo Niagara’s waterways are more than just beautiful — they’re a lot of fun, too. The 
region is surrounded to the west and north by Lake Erie, Lake Ontario, and the Niagara 
River. Our rural areas are bisected by the Erie Canal, the Genesee River, Chautauqua Lake, 
and dozens of smaller inland lakes, creeks, and streams. 


The most popular public beaches for swimming and sunbathing are Woodlawn 
(Hamburg), Beaver Island State Park (Grand Island), and Evangola State Park (Evans/ 
Angola). Sailboarders and kayakers flock to the launch site at Gallagher Beach — a cool 
post-industrial place to spend a sunny afternoon. Boats and paddleboards glide past 
rejuvenated grain silos and shipyards to the lakes and rivers. Year-round, the region is a 
haven for fishing and is one of the best spots in the country to catch bass. 



Want to be near the water without going in? Enjoy events or just hang out at Canalside in 
downtown Buffalo or have dinner and drinks at the Wilson Boat Harbor in Niagara County. 
Niagara Falls, Lewiston, and points in-between offer great venues for hiking, biking, and 
taking in the majestic scenery along the Niagara Gorge. Take a walk on Bird Island Pier 
(accessed from the foot of Ferry Park) or picnic at LaSalle Park, where Lake Erie meets 
the Niagara River. Sail on Chautauqua, Cuba, or Silver Lake or bike along the Erie Canal. 
Whichever way you like to enjoy the water, you’ll find it here.

Niagara Falls State Park is home to 
over 400 acres of lush landscape and 
wildlife, the beautiful Falls themselves, 
and many famous attractions. 

Designed by Frederick Law Olmsted, 
Niagara Falls State Park offers a 
breathtaking view of one of nature’s 
marvels as it was intended to be seen. 

First discovered in 1678, by French 
explorer Father Louis Hennepin, 
Niagara Falls was one of America’s first 
icons, luring explorers, daredevils, and 
visitors. 

World-class attractions such as the 
Maid of the Mist and Cave of the 
Winds, offer the eight million visitors 
each year an opportunity to feel, see, 
and experience the rush of Niagara’s 
waters. Niagara Falls State Park is the 
oldest state park in the United States 
and is open 365 days a year, 24 hours 
a day. 


Cave of the Winds 

Go face-to-face with the pounding waters 
of Niagara Falls and get soaked on the 
Hurricane Deck just feet from the waters. 

Goat Island 

Enjoy nature while gaining access to Cave 
of the Winds, Top of the Falls Restaurant, 
Three Sisters Islands, Terrapin Point, Luna 
Island, and the Niagara Rapids.

Visiting Canada 


Enjoy Canada’s beaches or visit Toronto, 
just a 90-mile drive. It’s also easy to get to 
Montreal, Ottawa, and Algonquin Park. 

Remember, you’re traveling across an 
international border and proof of citizenship 
is required. Identification requirements 
at international border crossings became 
more stringent with the implementation of 
the Western Hemisphere Travel Initiative 
in 2009. Lack of proper identification can 
cause travel delays or denial of crossing 
or re-entry. 

Acceptable forms of 
identification include 
U.S.-issued passports, 
an enhanced driver’s 
license, enhanced non¬ 
driver identification card, 
or a Nexus card (issued by the Canadian 
government for U.S. and Canadian citizens). 
Please note that basic driver’s licenses 
or birth certificates are not considered 
proper identification for adults at 
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61% OF CANADA’S POPULATION LIVES WITHIN 
A DAY’S DRIVE OF THE U.S. BORDER. 


international crossings. Also, every person 
in your vehicle must have appropriate 
identification. This is also the case if you’re 
traveling by bus, airplane, or train to or 
from Canada. For detailed information on 
acceptable forms of ID, please visit the U.S. 
Customs and Border Patrol website at 
www.cbp.gov. 

Other important considerations include 
purchasing items to bring home (including 
shopping at the Duty Free shops at the 
international crossings), as some items may 
require you to pay duty or may be banned 
at international crossings (such as some 
food and plant materials). When asked 
by the customs officials, it is important to 
declare any purchases made while visiting. 


Canadian Get-Aways 


• Niagara-on-the-lake, home to world 
class theater at the Shaw Festival 
and is located on Lake Ontario at the 
mouth of the Niagara River. This picture 
perfect village is filled with boutiques, 
restaurants, live theater, gorgeous 
landscaping, and much more.

U.S. currency is accepted at most places 
in Canada, but don’t take for granted that 
it will be accepted where you’re going — if 
possible, check before leaving the U.S. 
(especially if traveling well away from the 
border or major Canadian cities). Several 
of the border crossings have currency 
exchange booths available. 


Toronto, Canada’s largest city, is 
beautiful, cosmopolitan, and fun. 

About 90 minutes from Buffalo Niagara, 
it makes for a great day or weekend 
trip anytime. 

Algonquin Provincial Park is Canada’s 
first and one of its largest provincial 
parks and it’s a nature-lover’s paradise 
with outstanding hiking, canoeing, and 
camping. 

Montreal, Quebec is Canada’s largest 
bilingual city, with French and English 
spoken. It’s distinctly European in 
feeling with outstanding boutiques, 
cafes, and restaurants, and is a 
wonderful place to visit any time of year.
